Ancient Rumors of Gold 

There have been rumors of gold 
on the South Nahanni time out of 
mind. How the reports began is 
not now known. But once such 
rumors are started they are easily 
kept alive. The Indians oceupy- 
ing the country were few in num- 
bers and of very reticent disposi- 
tion. Their nearest trading posts 
were Fort Simpson and _ Fort 
Liard, east of the mountains, and 
in late years Ross river post, on 
the upper Pelly, west of the moun- 
tains. All of these posts were 
distant and ifconvenient to reach, 
therefore heir visits were few 
and far between. Their country 
was off any usual route of travel, 
and they were well satisfied that 
it should remain so. In some way 
they had acquired ‘the reputation 
of being dangerous when in their 
own country, and this tended to 
quench curiosity on the part of 
prospectors and trappers. 

Deaths of the McLeod Brothers 

A number of years ago. two 
brothers named McLeod, sons of 
an H.B. officer who lived in his 
declining years near Edmonton, 


became infected with the idea of! Prospectors from the Yukon Side 
prospecting the Nahanni region. 


They had been born in the Mac- 
kenzie district and!understood the 
ways of the country, 
ju with one companion, reputed to 
be a mining engineer. None of 
the three ever came out. Search 
was made and \what were sup- 
posed to be the bones of the Me- 
Leod brothers were found, but no 
trace of their companion. At 
once it was assumed that the 
brothers had!been murdered by 
the Indians; but no evidence to 
that effect was ever brought for- 
ward, 


and is therefore in'touch with the 
eonditions and with the Indians. 
He is of the opinion that the 
deaths were the result of local 
circumstances, possibly shortage 
of food, afid that the Indians were 
not to blame. At the same time, 
there is no doubt that the deaths 
of these brothers had a deterrent 
effect on both trapping ‘and pros- 
pecting on the Nahanni for many 
years, 
Attention Newly Directed 

After the great Yukon rush, 
and when thé first big strikes had 
been worked out, miners began ta 
look for other fields, and rumors 
regarding possible gold finds east 
of the mountains began to receive 
attention, Stories regarding the 
Nahanni were revived, and from 
time to time prospectors have .en- 
tered the country and come out 
with varying Yeports, but with 
little or no gold. Last winter

On Friday's Waterways train 
there arrived from Fort Simpson 
and the South Nahanni the man 
whose ‘prospecting operations 
were the cause of the stampede of 
last spring. In an interview with 
The Bulletin, Mr, Poole Field 
gavo a detailed account of his 
prospecting operations, covering a 
former \trip made in 1915-16 from 
ihe Yukon side, as well as the trip 
from which he has just returned 
He brought with him samples of 
coarse gold and also of galena 
which have been examined and 
analyzed by Dr, Kelso of fhe Al- 
berta University. He is accom- 
panied by Mrs. Field, who was 
with him ‘throughout ‘both trips to 
the Nahanni.

Leaving Britain to Pay? | 


Seemingly some of the Allies do 
not take their war debts to Britain 
any more seriously than Rumania 
does the matter of a hundred mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of supplies 
which it bought from Canada on 
credit. The British Government 
has been moved to address a note 
to some of its late eomrades-in- 
arms, reminding them that it was 
real money, not Soviet rubles, that 
paid for the ammunition they fired 
at the enemy, the guns with which 
they did the shooting, and the oth- 
er expenses incidental to the | 
struggle. Most of this money came 
out of the pockets of British tax- 
payers, or was borrowed on their 
credit from the United States, and 
will have to be re-paid ‘by them 
whether the ultimate borrowers 
pay or do not pay. The total of 
these British loans to the Allies 
runs up to ten billion pounds. More 
than half of this money went to 
Russia in the early days of the 
war, and the British statesmen are 
not wasting much time looking for 
that to come back. But they ex- 
pect something better—certainly 
hope for something better—from 
countries which came through as 
sane, solvent and responsible 
states.. No doubt the delinquents 
are the less willing to pay because 
Russia is not being made to pay, 
and because Germany is being 
given grace every time it pleads 
that it is short of funds. When a} 
deserter country is forgiven its 
debts because it refuses to pay, 
and an enemy state is given all the 
time it wants because it says it is 
hard up, an ally which stood faith- 
ful to the cause to the last may 
reasonably think it will obtain 
mercy from its friends, 

Inclination, however, does not 
settle the bills. Britain may be 
willing enough to forgive if it | 
were in turn forgiven or if it could 
afford to lose the money, That the 
United States will cancel Britain's 
debt is neither asked nor expected, 
and jif Britain has to pay it will 
need all that can be collected of 
the amount it re-loaned to its al- 
lies. In any case Britain stands to 
lose half or more than half the 
sum it poured into the war chests 
of the other Allied states. That 
will be a pqor reward for having 
played banker to them when they 
had to have money or submit to 
the fate of Belgium. This cannot 
be helped. But it might be suppos- 
ed that, aside from Russia, none 
of the Allies would deliberately 
shirk its undertakings. Times are 
nard in Europe and the nations 
there are confronted with condi- 
tions more severe than this econ- 
tinent has experienced, But it was 
in Europe that the war was fougnt 
and in the first instance to pre- 
serve the liberty of European na- 
tions. While Japan, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, South Africa and other re- 
mote countries are dealing with 
the debts they incurred on account 
of the European war as though 
these were real obligations, it does 
not look well that Britain has to 
sircularise some continental Allies 
to remind them that four years 
have passed since the fighting 
ended and that they have not as 
yet made arrangements to take 
care of their shares of the bur- 
den ‘of debts which it assumed on 
their behalf, 

It is, however, something to 
note that the British Government 
seem at last to have given some 
thought to protecting the inter- 
ests of the British taxpayer. Hith- 
erto they have rather given the 
impression that they were too 
busy trying to reconstruct Russia

Conserving a Resource. 

The Dominion Government is 
taking steps to protect Canada’s 
herd of wild buffalo, the last re- 
maining band still living without 
a wire fence around it. It may be 
mainly sentiment that prompts 
the preservation of the species in 
their far northern home, but it is 
a sentiment that is well worth pay- 
ing for, And it may not in the 
long run turn out to have been a 
bad investment from the utilitar- 
ian standpoint.

It was in September 1886, that 
Charles Ira Card. with Isaac Yondel

Never in all their travels had they

Hight Families in’ 1887 

In the epring of 1887 eight families 
arrived, preparing jand and putting 
in crop after arriving, raising potatoes 
‘turnips and other vegetables to sus- 
ltain themselves the firat winter. Mr, 
Card raised one hundred bushels of 
oats on an acre and‘a half of jand. By 
the fall of that year about ninety had 
settled in the little village.
